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The Roadless Iravel: 





What does it spell? Liberation? A threat? 
Or both? Or neither? All of it? None of 
it? 

Where are we? Where do we stand? These 
questions arise, as we contemplate the title 
of our yearbook. We have to look around, 
we who are citizens of a brave new world. 
That requires courage. Courage! The 
world is full of dangers for those who are 
afraid of them. Plutarch, a philosopher of 
ancient Greece, wrote: “Courage stands 
halfway between cowardice and rashness, 
one of which is a lack, the other an excess 
of courage." Now we know? Alas, we 
don’t. We do not know with any certainty 
the dividing line that separates the two. We 
face an aspect of roadlessness. Let us 
examine what we perceive and what 


becomes increasingly evident as we peer 


through our telescopes: We are facing an immense, roadless, boundaryless, limitless universe with 


billions of galaxies, each galaxy containing presumedly countless billions of suns with assumably 


millions, billions, trillions of planets. Those stars in the sky, those myriads of suns. We have 


discovered their existence, we can measure their substance. We can recognize their distances, 


apprehend their movements, gauge their temperatures and with all this comes the awareness that 


we don’t know a great deal, because the universe is so enormous, so monstrous, and our planet is 


so immeasurably small in comparison that — cosmologically — it is practically nonexistent. Our 


lives on this globe may have originated by chance, our presence a freak accident brought about by 


haphazard mutations, unique or repeated somewhere in innumerable forms and shapes a billionfold. 


There was, there is, no plan that we can discern, no book of our existence is written anywhere, 


there may be secrets yet to uncover which hitherto have resisted unveiling. We can use our 


imagination to attribute it all to a creator who, if we can face it, may be a poet’s or many poets’ 


concoction. There is the colossal absence of a road. Time and space do not exist. What can we do 


as we travel that roadlessness? Are we alone, our lives the products of chance, of coincidence? If - 


this is so, and we have to admit that it is, then this very 


nature of our existence sets us free. We are 


free to attribute meaning to all that surrounds us, we are free to populate this, our world, with the 


products of our creativity, we are free to add knowledge to knowledge until we reach the limits of 


what is knowable, we can use and we did use our inventiveness, we can give our fabrications free 
rein, we are free to make decisions, we can let our thoughts roam, we can inšist on poetic license. 
We can chart our course, we can march for liberation, we can embrace our cause. We can 
instigate, inspire, imitate, motivate, initiate, stimulate. We can deter and object and prevent, but 
we can also comply and accept and acquiesce. We can use the opportunities offered us, we can 
reach out and test what is attainable and what is not. Our possibilities seem to be enormous. 

But with all that roadless travel holds out, we are very vulnerable, We crave serenity and certainty, 
but whilst we know that death is certain, we do not know the date of the event that confronts us. 
We live a paradox of contradictions, that is as paradoxical as life. We regard ourselves being free 
but we are hemmed in by restrictions. We are imposed on by geography: we live in America of 
1998 and not in Japan or the Kalihari desert. We depend on the economy of the country we live 
in, our communication with each other is determined by the language we speak. We are subject to 
what our culture thrusts upon us. We comply often without being conscious of these restrictions 
and our rebellion remains superficial. We go to war and yearn for peace. We want to be peaceful 
and are easily aroused to violence. Of course, we can build bridges, but we hesitate to use them 
and we are still too timid to cross them. But we are building them in the hope that future 
generations will use what we are beginning to construct. And thus we live between hope and 
discouragement, between faith and doubt, between reason and irrationality. Is it all in vain? It may 
be, but if we visualize mankind’s history, count the milestones we have passed, we have to admit 
that, though our species is of very recent origin, it has come a long way. With all the handicaps, all 
the setbacks, we are the heirs of past achievements. We can listen to Beethoven’s Last Quartets, we 
can look at reproductions of Michelangelo’s Sistine Chapel, be moved by Leonardo da Vinci’s Last 
Supper, be inspired by Keat’s “Ode on a Grecian Urn” and Matthew Arnold’s “Dover Beach”, 
admire Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address and the genius of the architects who designed the Chartres 
Cathedral. It is indeed a rich inheritance. We can and we do — albeit ina small way — add to it. 
By what we do and by what we reject, we leave something to future generations. As human beings, 
we have been tricked by fate, seduced by false promises, misinterpreted history, but all men and 
women can claim equal rights. Although they are not created equal, in fact they are born so 
dissimilar, they are so different from each other that they find it very difficult to understand each 
other and not too often do. But we are making great efforts. 

What you did this summer, you who produced this book, you who read and leaf through it, you did 
just that. You tried to fulfill the promise and to overcome the plight entailed in roadless traveling. 
You added something new to your lives and to the lives of those whose paths you crossed, 
something that nothing and nobody can take away from you since it has become part of your very 
selves. 

And so I say to you: It requires courage. It is a roadless travel, but it is a proud travel, an admirable 
travel, a magnificent travel.
